understood that Schreiber would

nger. 
While holding that the presence 
Schreiber in the fuselage of the 


huge Bernard monoplane caused a 
greater strain on the machine's 
fuel supply than had been count- 
ed upon, the airmen were loath to 
place 
full blame for the forced 


landing on the stowaway. 


"The elements were to blame for 


the failure of our flight," Lotti, 
who was the financial backer of 
the venture, stated today. "With- 
out young Schreiber aboard, we 
might not have consumed so much 


• gasoline. 
But if the weather had 


been more kind, we would have 
landed in parts on scheduled time, 
stowaway and all."

An actuary of one of the larg- 


est life insurance companies has 


, estimated that the total capital 


value of the lives which can be 
saved annually by application of 
modern preventive medicine and 
public health measures is over 
$6,000,000,000. Any individual can 
- easily figure out the cost to him 
of an illness of a week or a month, 


f mrtd it is possible for an employ- 
er to determine his annual loss 
through illness and accident. 


The rich pay a great deal more 


for the medical care they receive 
than the .service costs. The great 
mass of people pay more than 
they can afford, but less than the 
-service costs. The very poor re- 
«eive expensive treatment and pay 
nothing. But none pays more 
than that care is worth. 


It is evident from the extent 


to which hospitals are dependent 
upon public support and private 
endowment that the amount the 
people pay for hospital care is con- 
siderably less than the actual cosi 
of the service they receive.

Workmen "Mine" Swamp 


for Live Cedar Logs 


Tuckahoe, X. J.—A rapidly di- 


minishing race of men, known as 
"swamp miners" ply one of the 
world's strangest trades in wooded 
swamps and creeks of South Jer- 
sey—probing hundreds of feet for 
cedar logs buried 1,000 years. 


The miners have become as in- 


teresting to scientists as 
the 


strange nature 
of their trade 


which they .have devotedly followed 
for generations in the secluded vil- 
lages near the Atlantic coast. 


Like gold miners the "swamp- 


ers" work "claims" in the swamps 
and creek beds which make that 
part of New Jersey a maze of wa- 
terways comparable to the English 
fen country. George H. Cook of 
Rutgers 
college, assistant 
state 


geologist, said ^onc log one thou- 
sand years old was brought to the 
surface. 


The "swamp miners" Lave found 


their trade verv profitable, but it 
is said to necessitate hardiness, ex- 
pertness and skill. Standing in the 
cola, brackish water up to their 
waists, the miners push long iron 
spades into the mud where thev 
think trees have fallen and then 
been submerged by the inroads of 
the Atlantic ocean. 


After locating a log, they loo«en 


a chip and bring It to the surface. 
It to said the miners can tell by 
smelling It whether the log was 
blown down alhe or fell over dead. 
Only the live logs can be used. 
After prying the logs loose from 
the core- thev shoot to the surface 
as rapidly and buoyant as a ne«ly 
fallen tree. 


From these logs high-grade roof- 


ing shingles, cedar chests and oth- 
er articles are made.

the public could an swer to its own 
satisfaction 
i.he question , 
"How 
much is it worth to be w ell?” 
No price is too high to pay for 
a human life so in this particular 
the question can n ot be an swered . 
But it ought to be possible lo put 
a value on j^>od health. 
An actuary of on e of the larg­ 
est life in suran ce compan ies has 
estimated that the total 
capital 
value of the lives which can be 
saved an n ually by application of 
mod ern preven tive med icin e an d 
public 
health 
measures 
is over 
16,000,000,000. An y in d ivid ual can 
easily figure out the cost to him 
of an illn ess of a week or a mon th, 
an d It is possible for an employ­ 
er to d etermin e 
his 
an n ual loss 
through illn ess an d accid en t. 
The rich pay a great d eal more 
for the med ical care they receive 
than the service costs. The great 
mass of people pay more 
than 
they can afford , but less than the 
service costs. 
The very poor re­ 
ceive expen sive treatm en t an d pay 
n othin g. 
But 
n on e 
pays 
more 
than that care is worth. 
It is evid en t from the exten t 
to which hospitals are d epen d en t 
upon public support an d private 
en d owmen t th at the am oun t the 
people pay for hospital care is con ­ 
sid erably less than the actual cost 
of the service they receive.

AM not iure that I ever told you anything about peritonitis.

All the cavities of the body are lined with a 


delicate membrane. The abdominal cavity is no 
exception. In this region the lining membrane is 
called the peritoneum. 


This delicate structure covers the inner side 


of the abdominal wall. Likewise, it is reflected 
upon the intestines and all the organs in the 
abdomen. There is enough moL;ure to lubricate 
the surface of the peritoneum so that all the 
movements of the organs within the abdomen are 
made without friction. 
They move freely one 
upon another. 


The peritoneum is normally a thin, glistening 


membrane.

To be frank abo ut it, acute perito nitis is always 
a serio us disturbance. 
All the cavities o f the bo dy are lined with a 
delicate membrane. 
The abdo minal cavity is no 
exceptio n. 
In this regio n the lining membrane is 
called the perito neum. 
This delicate structure co vers the inner side 
o f the abdo minal wall. 
Likewise, it is reflected 
upo n the intestines and all the o rgans in the 
abdo men. 
There is eno ugh mo isture to lubricate 
the surface o f the perito neum so that all the 
mo vements o f the o rgans within the abdo men are 
made witho ut frictio n. 
They mo ve freely o ne 
upo n ano ther. 
The perito neum is no rmally a thin, glistening 
membrane. 
It “ may 
aptly be co mpared to a 
co at o f varnish applied to the inner aspect o f 
the abdo minal walls and to the surface o f the 
co ntained viscera.” 
Like every o ther part o f the bo dy, the 
peri­ 
to neum may beco me inflamed. 
This is the co ndi­ 
tio n which may be general o r it m a y be co nfined to limited po rtio ns 
o f the perito neum.

The dead orphan is 
Raymond 
Colley. 


According to the story told to 


police, Hobart and Cornell Ham- 
ilton, aged 1Q and 9, respectively, 
wenu swimming with the Colley 
boy. 


Raymond, the boys declared, tri- 


ed to "duck us and hold our heads 
under the water." Then, 
accord- 


ing to the two small brothers, they 
grabbed hold of Raymond, choked 
him and then held his head under 
the water. 


A murder warrant was filed by 


W. J Farley, county juvenile offi- 
cer. 


Hobart and Cornell were imme- 


diately arrested and were placed 
in jail here. The father and moth- 
er of the two, Mr. and Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Hamilton, were also arres- 
ed as accessories of Uie fact, inas- 
much as they are alleged to have 
told their sons to keep quiet alter 
Hobart and Cornell sobbed out the 
story of Raymond's death to their 
parents.
